I do acknowledge, there feems to me a 
‘eal Foundation, for what — am very fure 
strue,in Fa& ; Viz. That generally calcu- 
ating, the Non-furors againft the Higt- 
Figers ; the Firft are the Men of the beft 
Morals————The Reafon is plain, that a 
High Flyer, i. e. a Swearing,Oath and Ab- 
juration-taking Facobite Ao Abjura- 
tion-taking Fure Divino Maa—cannotbe a 
Man of Morals ; he is guilty of Perjar 
backward and forward in the moft intenfe 
Degree—— He ss forfworn when he {[wearg 
to the Government, becaufé he {wears to 
the Queep, and really believes hef Enemy 
to be his lawful Sovereign, and his former 
Engagements in full Force 5 be # perjur’d 
after he is fworn, becavfe when he has 
{worn to 2@ faithfully for the Queen, he 
takes Part with her Enemy Now, 
when Mer. are. cume to this Meight, who 
oan expe& Morality from them, and what 
need fuch Mén tafk of Confcience ?

From hence then-wifll the Clamour of 
Perfecution in Scotland infatlibly fall to the 
Ground—For if the profefs’d Non-jurant ga, 
cobites were afk’d, they, muft and will own, 
they are allow’d theirMeetings without aay 
Difturbance—or wich but very little 
And for thofe that take the Oaths, and 
yet profefs Facobite Principles

Confcience is a tonftant Monitor inthe 
Breaft of a Chriftian, which di@ates ta 
him what he ought to do, and reproaches 
him when he does what he ought not—and 
if obediently Tiften’d to, will be a faithful 
Witnefs between the Man and his Maker— 
A ftri& Adherence tothe DiGates of a 
rightly enlightned Confcience will have 
this Effeét; thac it wilt bring the Manto a

-PeAitude of -Priaapld’ which he canodr 
— forlakesereemTo talk of Confcieace, when 
Men can:break in upor the vileft and moft 
Scandalous Crimes, fuch as Perjury, Tred- 
chery, and premeditated Hypocrifie, is to 
talk ridiculoufly~—~. And I undertake to 
prove, -and think I have dooe it—That a 
“Man, whio having {worn A’ nce. to the 
refent ‘Government, yet believes, the 
yGtrine of Non-Reliftance and Heredite 
_ gyRight, is guilcy of Perjury 5 if he preaches
